One  more  country  was  added 
to  the  cosmopolitan  list  of  lands 
from  which  Brigham  Young  uni- 
versity students  come,  as  young 
Forrest  is  the  first  native  South 
American  as  well  as  the  first  Ar- 
gentinian to  come  to  B.Y.U.  On 
is  arrival  at  the  university  he  was 
reunited  with  friends  for  the  first 
time  since  he  had  left  his  native 
Buenos  Aires  more  than  five 
weeks  ago  on  December  21. 

These  friends  are  Don  H. 
Smith  of  Provo,  Morris  Nelson 
of  Phoenix,  Ariz.,  and  Gerald 
Lynn  of  Lovell,  Wyo.,  all  of 
whom  are  studying  at  B.Y.U.  af- 
ter having  filled  L.  D.  S.  mis- 
sions in  Argentine.  Although 
"Fred.’’  as  his  associates  on  the 
campus  are  already  beginning  to 
call  him,  speaks  but  little  English, 
he  is  enthusiastic  about  the  uni- 
versity and  anxious  to  begin  stud- 
ies. He  plans  to  spend  the  next 
seven  weeks  in  preparation  with 
the  language  so  that  he  may  be- 
gin the  spring  quarter  on  March 
18.

Carlton  Culmsee,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  journalism  at  B.  Y.  U., 
will  return  to  the  campus  early 
next  week  after  18  months  of 
study  at  State  University  of  Io- 
wa, Iowa  City,  according  to  an 
announcement  received  Sunday. 

Professor  Culmsee  received  a 
doctor’s  degree  in  letters  on  Jan- 
uary 30  at  the  semi-annual  conr 
vention  of  the  Iowa  institution. 
He  began  his  leave  of  absence 
from  B.  Y.  U.  in  June,  1938,  and 
has  continued  intensive  study 
since  that  time. 

During  the  past  year  Profes- 
sor Culmsee  was  presented  in 
two  addresses  at  Iowa  City,  la., 
in  a series  entitled  “Forums  on 
Living  American  Authors.”  A 
critical  essay  from  his  pen,  "The 
Birth  of  Neo-Naturalism,”  was 
published  in  a recent  edition  of 
“American  Prefaces,”  monthly 
literature  publication  at  State  uni- 
versity of  Iowa. 

The  returning  educator  will  fill 
two  important  positions  when  he 
arrives  at  Brigham  Young.  These 
are  the  chair  of  journalism  and 
the  directorship  of  the  extension 
division,  in  both  of  which  he 
succeeds  the  late  Harrison  R. 
Merrill.  For  the  past  15  months 
Professor  J.  M.  Jensen  has  been 
acting  chairman  of  the  journalism 
department,  and  Professor  Seth

of  the  extension  division.

Nuttal  Speaks 
On  Snow  Program 

Reading  from  a quotation  that 
"The  position  of  the  church  to- 
day is  one  of  confusion  and  un- 
certainty" and  that  it  is  failing 
to  shape  the  conduct  of  its  mem- 
ber.s.  President  James  A.  Nut- 
tal of  the  Snow  Junior  college 
sounded  the  keynote  of  the  pro- 
gram given  by  Snow  college  in 
Wednesday’s  chapel  hour. 

Stating  that  religion  has  value 
only  when  it  can  shape  the  lives 
of  its  members,  President  Nuttal 
issued  this  challenge  to  the 
Young  university  student  body: 
"Axe  we  ready  to  admit  that  our 
church  is  unable  to  face  the  prob- 
lems of  today  adequately  and 
without  faltering?  If  so,  it  is  fail- 
ing. 

In  his  address,  the  president  of 
Snow  college,  a former  student 
of  B.Y.U.  noted  two  outatanding 
characteristics^  of  Y graduates. 
First,  their  capability  and  willing- 
ness to  fit  into  the  lift  of  the  com- 
munities where  they  live.  Second, 
their  personal  growth  and  de- 
velopment, which  they  receive  at 
Young,  and  which  continues 
throughout  life. 

Dr.  Carl  Eyring  greeted  the 
visiters  in  the  absence  of  acting 
President  Jensen.

TODAY  IS  NATIONAL  SOCIAL  HYGIENE  DAY  - AND 
WHAT  DOES  THAT  MEAN? 

It  means  that  today,  added  millions  of  people  will,  by 
various  media  of  publicity,  be  made  aware  of  the  perils  of 
syphilis  and  gonorrhea,  the  most  prevalent  of  serious  infec- 
tious diseases;  that  some  of  these  people  will  take  warning 
and  some  others  action ; and  that  more  progress  in  the  re- 
duction of  these  misery-making  maladies,  costly  to  both  pub- 
lic and  private  purse,  will  be  recorded. 

ONE  IN  TWENTY 

The  American  Social  Hygiene  association  and  its  Na- 
tional Anti-Syphilis  committee  tell  us  that  one  in  twenty 
adults  have  syphilis.  This  figure  was  obtained  through  200 
different  group  tests  upon  4,000,000  persons.  In  some  groups 
the  incidence  was  quite  low,  in  others  alarmingly  high.  But 
the  happier  note  is  that  syphilis  in  a large  percentage  of  cases 
yields  to  medical  science  and  that  it  can  be  rendered  non- 
infectious  to  others. 

INTERESTED  IN  PREVENTION 

Soundly,  the  American  Social  Hygiene  association  and 
its  sponsors  are  primarily  interested  in  prevention  of  vener- 
eal disease.  This  is  accomplished  through  education' of 
young  people,  parents,  and  expectant  parents,  with  the  work 
paid  for  by  private  contributions  of  a voluntary  nature. 
DOESN’T  TREAT  INFECTION 

Every  citizen  who  can  read  or  who  listens  to  his  radio 
can  learn  more  about  the  prevention  of  syphilis.  The  Ameri- 
can Social  Hygiene  association,  50  W est  50  Street,  New  York 
City,  has  information  and  advisory  service  for  young  people, 
for  expectant  mothers,  and  for  parents.  It  will  guide  inter- 
ested clubs  and  groups  of  all  kinds.  The  association  does 
not  treat  infected  persons.  That  is  for  the  medical  profes- 
sion, hospitals,  and  health  departments  - but  not  for  quacks, 
charlatans  and  unethical  counter-prescribers. 

FREE  BLOOD  TESTS  OFFERED 

Although  B.Y.U.  students  are  undoubtedly  more  free 
from  disease  than  any  other  similarly  sized  group  in  the 
world  yet  the  university  health  department,  conforming  to 
National  Social  Hygiene  plans,  will  give  free  btood  tests  to 
all  students  who  desire  them  on  February  6,  m the  medical 

The  time  has  gone  when  the  mid-Victorian  concept, 
that  anyone  taking  a blood  test  had  syphilis,  colors  the

students  to  take  the  lead  in'these  tests  both  as  a precaution- 
ary measure  and  as  part  of  nation-wide  educational  program.

The  Polish  situation  was  no 
less  deserving  even  though  the 
Finnish  situation  is  more  dra- 
matic.

We  pride  our  school  as  a Mor- 
mon institution,  holding  high  our 
ideals,  teaching  religion  courses 
for  spiritual  uplift.  We  believe  in 
being  honest,  true,  chaste  benevo- 
lent. 

Could  it  not  be  possible  in  our 
religion  classes  while  teaching 
other  principles  of  the  gospel  to 
stress  the  virtue,  necessity,  and 
value  of  honor  and  honesty  in 
building  great  men  and  women, 
respecting  the  rights  of  others 
in  all  things  and  at  all  times.

FOR  HONOR’S  SAKE 

Dear  Editor: 

If  my  understanding  of  this 
honor  system  is  correct,  I as- 
sume that  its  success  depends 
upon  one  student  reporting  an- 
other, or  at  least  reprimanding 
him  for  his  dishonest  act.  It  is 
upon  this  assumption  that  my 
opinion  is  based. 

Feeling  that  all  humans  are  in 
many  respects  alike,  I am  sure 
that  most  students  like  myself 
would  not  report  their  roommate 
or  best  friend.  However  there  are 
many  students  who  would  report 
or  reprimand  another  student 
who  is  not  a close  friend.  It  can- 
not be  denied  that  this  condition 
exists  to  a great  - extent  as  a 
whole. 

A person  who  would  refuse  to 
Report  his  friend  and  would  re- 
port someone  else  is  as  dishonest 
as  the  one  who  has  committed 
the  act  of  cheating.  I could  not 
report  my  friend  if  he  should 
become  an  offender,  therefore  I 
publicly  state  that  I refuse  to 
report  any  student  I see  cheat- 
ing. One  more  thing,  I need  this 
great  volume  of  time  necessa^ 
to  report  all  I see  cheating  in 
studying  my  own  lessons  so  that 
1 1 won’t  find  it  neces^ry  to  cheat 
in  order  to  answer  the  questions 
required. 

We  are  bom  with  our  free 
agency.  If  our  faith  is  strong 
and  our  works  great,  great  shall 
be  our  reward  in  heaven.  Like- 
wise in  our  school,  the  success  of 
our  future  lives  depends  upon  the 
honor  and  the  integrity  of  our 
individual  merits. 

I feel  that  this  same  principle 
should  be  applied  in  our  honor 
system  in  school.  In  my  fifth  year 
of  school  my  father  was  the 
teacher.  I thought  it  was  my  duty 
to  keep  him  posted  on  the  activi- 
ties which  went  on  behind  his 
back.
